The telegram stated, "We -mould like to dispatch (TU: prob means "have 
dispatched") about thirty persons by early May, far the promotion of Sino- 
Japanese friendship* Travelling expenses and expenses in China trill all 
be borne -by China." ENDO on 20 March asked the Kaiko Kai (fifeeix Director 
General: IMAMJRA Hitoshi), an organization of foimer soldiers, to nominate 
twenty farmer soliders. Also, ten trill apparently be chosen from the group 
close to ENDO. .
